The  Committee  on  the  Civil  Service,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  3256)  to  amend  further  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act, 
approved  Alay  29,  1930,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably 
thereon  with  amendments  and  recommend  that  the  bill  as  amended 
do  pass.

GENERAL  STATEMENT 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  meet  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller 
General  ruling  that  it  is  not  possible  for  a  former  employee  who 
returns  from  the  armed  services  with  a  physical  disability  and  whose 
condition  is  such  as  to  prevent  his  reemployment,  to  receive  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  the  Retirement  Act. 

The  situation  is  more  fully  explained  in  the  following  copy  of  letter 
from  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission  as  follows: 

United  States  Civil  Service  Commission, 

Washington,  D.  C.,  May  15,  1945^ 

Hon.  Sam  Rayburn, 

Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Dear  Mr.  Speaker:  The  Commission  transmits  herewith  draff  of  a  proposed 
amendment  to  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act  of  May  29,  1930,  as  amended, 
designed  to  protect  the  retirement  rights  of  persons  who  leave  the  civil  service  to 
enter  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  administration  of  the  retirement  law,  it  has  been  consistently  held  that 
an  employee  on  furlough  or  leave  without  pay  remains  in  the  service  of  the  United 
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States  for  all  purposes  under  the  Retirement  Act.  On  this  basis,  the  Commission 
has  consistently  denied  refunds  to  persons  placed  on  military  furlough  and  has 
approved  claims  for  retirement  on  annuity  of  such  persons  eligible  therefor, 
whether  such  claims  have  been  for  disability  or  retirement  for  some  other  reason. 
The  Commission  has  heretofore  taken  the  position  that  where  an  employee  is 
placed  on  military  furlough  without  pay  by  administrative  action  when  he  enters 
the  armed  forces,  he  retains  all  rights  and  benefits  to  retirement  as  a  civilian 
employee  under  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act. 

However,  the  Comptroller  General  in  his  decision  of  .lanuary  30,  1945  (B-46952), 
to  the  Commission,  held  that  the  position  heretofore  taken  by  the  Commission  is 
incorrect.  In  this  decision  the  Comptroller  General  stated: 

“While  the  Congress  has  by  implication  in  the  act  of  August  1,  1941,  as  amended 
by  the  act  of  April  7,  1942,  (56  Stat.  200),  and  in  the  act  of  December  21,  1944, 
(Public  Law  525),  preserved  the  civilian  status  of  an  officer  or  employee  during 
active  service  in  the  armed  forces  for  the  purpose  of  electing  to  be  paid  for  terminal 
animal  leave  (see  answer  to  question  7,  decision  of  January  16,  1945,  B-46831),  no 
provision  of  law  has  come  to  my  attention  expressly  or  by  implication  preserving 
the  civilian  status  of  officers  and  employees  for  retirement  purposes  while  serving 
in  the  armed  forces,  or  thereafter  prior  to  restoration  to  a  civilian  position. 
Section  5  of  the  Retirement  Act  (54  Stat.  1116),  authorizes  the  crediting  of 
‘honorable  service  in  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the 
United  States’  toward  retirement  in  a  civilian  position,  provided  such  service  is  not 
used,  also,  as  a  basis  for  military  retired  pay  or  pension,  but  I  believe  you  will 
agree  that  that  provision  of  law  does  not  operate  to  grant  retirement  benefits  to  a 
person  who  is  not  in  a  civilian  position  at  the  time  of  retirement.  It  has  been 
recognized  that  administrative  offices  could,  within  their  discretion,  place  em¬ 
ployees  who  enter  the  armed  forces  on  so-called  military  furlough  without  pay 
in  order  to  maintain  more  accurate  records  of  benefits  which  would  accrue  during 
such  services  in  the  event  of  restoration  to  the  civilian  position  under  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  controlling  statutes  above  cited  after  discharge  from  the 
armed  forces.  Also,  it  has  been  recognized  that  administrative  offices,  within  their 
discretion,  may  separate  employees  upon  entry  into  the  armed  forces  and  wait 
until  their  actual  restoration  to  civilian  positions  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  controlling  statutes,  supra,  to  determine  the  benefits  which 
accrued  to  them  dusing  military  service.  However,  such  administrative  practice 
of  placing  the  employees  on  military  furlough  as  an  expediency  to  maintain 
accurate  records  does  not,  in  my  judgment,  have  the  legal  effect  of  preserving  a 
civilian  status  after  the  effective  date  of  the  military  furlough.  Contrary  to  the 
position  apparently  taken  by  the  Commission,  benefits  accruing  during  the 
military  service  of  employees  who  are  restored,  as  well  as  payments  for  annual 
leave  benefits  without  restoration,  are  exactly  the  same  regardless  of  which  of  the 
two  procedures  were  administratively  adopted.  Hence,  it  would  seem  that  an 
administrative  action  or  practice  granting  military  furlough  without  pay — which 
is  not  the  same  as  ordinary  leave  of  absence  without  pay  because  under  such 
furlough  the  employees  hold  an  incompatible  status  in  the  armed  forces  (3  Comp. 
Gen.  40;  18  id.  213;  20  id.  257;  22  id.  127) — could  have  no  more  legal  effect  to 
maintain  a  civilian  status  during  active  military  or  naval  service  for  retirement 
benefits  without  restoration  to  a  civilian  position,  than  would  an  administrative 
action  or  practice  separating  the  employees  from  the  service  at  the  time  they 
entered  the  military  service,  and  that  in  neither  event  does  an  employee  maintain  a 
civilian  status  for  retirement  purposes  during  active  military  service  or  thereafter 
prior  to  actual  restoration  to  a  civilian  position  as  provided  by  the  applicable 
statutes.” 

The  practical  effect  of  this  decision  is  to  continue  a  retirement  status  with  all 
resultant  benefits  in  employees  who  are  furloughed  from  their  civil  positions  to 
engage  in  private  industry,  but  to  deny  such  benefits  to  those  employees  who 
entered  the  armed  forces.  Under  the  decision  such  persons  who  become  disabled 
in  employment  in  private  industry  would  be  entitled  to  such  compensation  as 
may  be  allowed  by  the  employer  or  State  laws  as  well  as  disability  annuity  under 
the  civil-service  retirement  law;  whereas,  a  furloughed  employee  disabled  in  com¬ 
bat  with  the  enemy  would  be  deprived  of  any  retirement  annuity  by  reason  of 
his  civil  service  with  the  possible  exception  of  some  future  annuity  benefit  to 
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which  he  may  have  had  a  vested  right  at  the  time  of  entrance  in  the  military 
service.  The  following  two  examples,  we  feel,  clearly  illustrate  the  injustice  to 
veterans  caused  by  this  decision. 

A  postal  employee,  at  the  age  of  39  years,  after  completion  of  more  than  17 
years’  civil  service,  was  placed  on  military  furlough  by  the  Department  to  enter 
the  military  service  on  February  3,  1941.  On  July  3,  1944,  he  was  relieved  from 
active  military  duty  by  reason  of  physical  disability,  and  his  condition  is  such 
that  he  cannot  return  to  his  former  position  in  the  postal  service.  Under  the 
Comptroller  General’s  decision,  he  is  entitled  only  to  return  of  his  contributions 
to  the  retirement  fund  and  has  no  right  to  annuity  benefits  by  reason  of  his  civil 
service,  either  now  or  in  the  future,  unless  he  is  again  employed  in  a  position 
within  the  purview  of  the  retirement  law. 

Another  employee,  after  completion  of  approximately  21  years  of  civil  service, 
was  called  to  active  military  duty  on  November  25,  1940.  He  continued  in  the 
\  military  service  until  relieved  from  active  duty  by  reason  of  age  on  August  31, 
'  1944.  This  employee  is  now  beyond  the  age  of  62  years,  but  in  order  to  derive 
the  optional  benefits. under  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act,  which  is  his  desire, 
he  must  again  be  employed  in  a  position  within  the  purview  of  the  act  before  such 
option  may  be  exercised.  It  would  seem  to  be  an  idle  thing  to  restore  the  employee 
merely  that  he  be  immediately  retired. 

The  Commi.ssion  believes  that  all  rights,  actual  or  potential,  of  Federal  employees 
entering  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States,  should  be  fully  protected,  and  there 
should  be  no  discrimination  against  such  persons  by  reason  of  their  military 
service.  It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  proposal  be  enacted  into  law  as 
early  as  possible. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  would  be  no  objection  to  the  sub¬ 
mission  of  this  proposed  legislation  to  your  committee.

and  receives  a  pension  on  account  of  non-service-connected  disability  under  laws 
administered  by  the  Veterans’  Administration  the  minimum  period  of  service 
necessary  to  entitle  him  to  pension  shall  not  be  included;  but  in  the  case  of  an 
employee  who  is  eligible  for  and  receives  pension  or  compensation  under  laws 
administered  by  the  Veterans’  Administration  on  account  of  service-connected 
disability,  all  honorable  military  or  naval  service  shall  be  included;  and  nothing 
in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  to  affect  in  any  manner  an  employee’s  right  to 
retired  pay,  pension,  or  compensation  in  addition  to  the  annuity  herein  pro¬ 
vided.  *  *  * 

In  computing  length  of  service  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  all  periods  of  separa¬ 
tion  from  the  service,  and  so  much  of  any  leaves  of  absence  as  may  exceed  six.

Mr.  ALLfiN  of  Louisiana.  Mr.  Speak¬ 
er,  the  passage  of  this  bill  to  transfer  a 
plantation  in  Rapides  Parish,  La.,  to  the 
Louisiana  St^te  University  and  Agricul¬ 
tural  and  Mechanical  College  means  a 
great  deal  to  ^e  State  of  Louisiana,  and 
I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
members  of  the  Agriculture  Committee 
who  gave  such' careful  consideration  to 
the  bill,  and  also,  to  the  House  for  passing 
it  today.  It  involves  a  river  plantation 
consisting  of  3,113  acres,  situated  about 
6  miles  south  of  Alexandria,  in  the  parish 
of  Rapides.  It  ip  the  purpose  of  the 
Louisiana  State  University  to  establish 
there  a  school  of  Agriculture  to  fit  stu¬ 
dents  for  effective  temployment  in  agri¬ 
culture.  The  training  program  will  in¬ 
clude  instruction  in  Hvestock  production, 
dairy  production,  poultry  production, 
crop  production,  and  soil  management. 
Instructon  wall  also  b^,  given  in  the  oper¬ 
ation,  care,  and  maintenance  of  farm 
equipment  and  raachipery.  Farm  eco¬ 
nomics,  farm  forestry,  \meat  processing, 
and  food  preservation  will  also  be  taught. 
The  program  is  to  include  gardening  and 
orchard  production,  farm  carpentry,  and 
all  necessary  related  subjects. 

Of  course,  this  is  to  cover  the  ultimate 
program.  At  the  present  time  the  plan¬ 
tation  does  not  have  facilities  for  this 
work.  I  am  informed  that  the  State  of 
Louisiana  has  immediately  available  the 
sum  of  $400,000  to  begin  tht  process  of 
converting  this  farm  into  a  very  fine 
school  of  agriculture,  which  we  hope 
eventually  will  include  all  of' the  above 
matters,  and  more. 

It  is  thought  that  this  plantation  is 
peculiarly  well  placed  for  the  launching 
of  this  very  fine  project.  The  Jand  lies 
in  the  very  fine  Red  River  Valley  and  is 
situated  almost  in  the  geographic  center 
of  the  State.  A  fine  concrete  State  high¬ 
way  runs  through  it. '  It  is  above  over¬ 
flow.  .  It  is  within  easy  reach  of  the 
Louisiana  State  University,  just  to  the 
south  in  Baton  Rouge.  It  is  within  a  | 
few  minutes’  drive  of  the  very  thriving  | 
city  of  Alexandria.  | 

It  is  contemplated  that  a  great  many  f 
soldiers  returning  from  the  armed  serv- 
Ic^  will  receive  in  this  school  proper 
foundation  to  enable  them  to  go  out  in 
lijfe  and  engage  in  the  various  phases  of 
agriculture.  Louisiana  is  a  great  agri¬ 
cultural  State.  It  is  making  rapid  strides 


in  improving  the  agricultural  interests. 
We  are  developing  dairying  and  livestock 
production  rapidly.  Fine  herds  of  pme- 
bred  and  grade  cattle  have  devel9ped 
within  the  past  very  few  years.  We  ^ave 
the  climate  and  the  range.  This  ^reat 
school  that  we  propose  to  establi/th  on 
this  land,  included  in  the  bill  which  you 
have  just  passed,  will  unquestionably  be 
a  great  central  point  for  the  dissemina¬ 
tion  of  knowledge  and  information  along 
all  of  these  lines.  /

AMENDING  CIVIL  SERVICE  RETIREMENT 
ACT  OF  MAY  29,  1930 

The  Clerk  called  the  next  bill  (H.  R. 
3256)  to  amend  the  Civil  Service  Retire¬ 
ment  Act  approved  May  29,  1930,  as 
amended,  in  order  to  protect  the  retire¬ 
ment  rights  of  persons  who  leave  the 
service  to  enter  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States.

Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  section  5  of  the 
Civil  Service  Retirement  Act  of  May  29,  1930, 
as  amended,  is  amended  by  adding  after  the 
second  paragraph  thereof  a  new  paragraph 
as  follows: 

“During  the  period  of  any  war,  or  of  any 
national  emergency  as  proclaimed  by  the 
President  or  declared  by  the  Congress,  no 


officer  or  employee  to  whom  this  act  applies 
who  has  left  or  leaves  his  j.osition  to  enter 
the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  considered  as  separated  from  such  position 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act  by  reason  of  his 
service  with  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
1  States.

ACT

“Subject  only  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  Administrator  Is  authorized  to  enter  into 
such  contracts,  agreements,  and  arrange-,, 
ments,  including  the  amendment,  modlfica-< 
tlon,  adjustment,  or  cancellation  thereof  and 
the  compromise  or  final  settlement  of  any 
claim  arising  thereunder,  and  to  makei  such 
expenditures,  upon  such  terms  and  condi¬ 
tions  and  In  such  manner  as  he  mAy  deem 
necessary:  and  the  Secretary  of  thA.  interior 
may  prescribe  by  regulation  the  Adininistra- 
tor’s  procedure  for  authorizing  or  approving 
such  contracts,  agreements,  arrangements, 
and  expenditures.  Notwithstanding  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  any  other  law  governing  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  public  funds,  the  General  Ac¬ 
counting  Office  in  the  settlement  of  the  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  Administrator  shall  not  dis¬ 
allow  credit  for  nor  withhold  funds  because 
of  any  expenditure,  not  in  violation  of  any 
regulation  which  the  Secretary  of  the  In¬ 
terior  may  have  prescribed,  which  the  Ad¬ 
ministrator  shall  determine  to  have  been 
necessary  to  cari-y  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act.” 

Sec.  2.  Section  6  (a)  of  the  said  act  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  before  the  pe¬ 
riod  at  the  end  of  the  first  sentence  the 
words  “and  for  the  disposition  of  electric  en¬ 
ergy  to  Federal  agencies.”

Water  Power  Act  with  respect  to  accounts  of 
electric  operations  of  public  utilities  and  the 
regulations  of  the  Federal  Power  Commission 
pumuant  thereto.”

“(a)  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  ap¬ 
point,  without  regard  to  the  civil-service 
laws,  an  Assistant  Administrator,  chief  engi¬ 
neer,  and' general  counsel  and  shall  fix  the, 
compensation  of  each  in  accordance  with  the 
Classification  Act  of  1923,  as  amended.  The 
Assistant  Administrator  shall  perform  the 
duties  -and  exercise  the  powers  of  the  Admin¬ 
istrator,  in  the  event  of  the  absence  or  sick¬ 
ness  of  the  Administrator  until  such  absence 
or  sickness  shall  cease,  and  in  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Adminislyator,  until 
a  successor  is  appointed. 

“(b)  The  Administrator,  the  Secretary  of 
War,  and  the  Federal  Power  Commission,  re¬ 
spectively,  are  authorized  to  appoint,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  civil-service  laws,  such  officers  and 
employees  as  may  be  petessary  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  of  this  a^,  the  appointment  of 
whom  Is  not  otherwjee  provided  for,  and  to 
fix  their  compensation  in  licordance  with  the 
Classification  Act  of  1923,  as  amended:  Pro¬ 
vided,  however,  'Jfiiat  to  the  extent  that  the 
civil-service  laws.  Classification  Act,  and 
other  laws  or  regulations  goveriiVng  the  em¬ 
ployment  or 'payment  of  employees  of  the 
United  Stages  are  Inconsistent  with  agree¬

laborers,  mechanics,  and  workmen  engaged 
on  construction  work  or  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  electrical  facilities.  ’The 
Administrator,  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  the 
Federal  Power  Commission,  respectively,  are 
also  authorized  to  appoint,  without  regard  to 
the  civil-«ervice  laws,  such  experts  as  may  be 
necessary  for  carying  out  the  functions  en¬ 
trusted  to  them  under  this  act  and  to  fix  the 
compensatiorKof  each  of  such  experts  with¬ 
out  regard  to  toe  Classification  Act  of  1923.

such  services,  reasonable  payments  may  be 
allowed  for  necessary  travel  and  other  ex¬ 
penses.”

Injuries,  or  damages 
to  persons  or  property,  or  for  the  death  of 
persons,  resulting  from  acts  or  omissions  of 
employees  acting  within  the  scope  of  their 
employment  pursuant  to  this  act.  The  Ad¬ 
ministrator  is  also  authorized  to  determine, 
compromise,  and  settle  any  claims  and  de¬ 
mands  of  the  United  States  for  any  losses, 
injuries,  or  damages  to  property  under  the 
Administrator’s  control,  against  other  per¬ 
sons  or  public  or  private  corporations.  The 
Administrator’s  determination,  compromise, 
settlement,  or  payment  of  any  of  the  claims

a'xd  conclusive  upon  all  officers  of  the  Gov- 
errunent,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
any  Xjther  act  to  tlie  contrary.  When  claims 
presented  to  the  Administrator  under  this 
subsectlpn  arise,  in  whole  or  in  part,  out  of 
any  daintige  done  to  private  property,  the 
Administrator  may  repair  all  or  any  part  of 
such  damag*  in  lieu  of  making  such  pay¬ 
ments.  \ 

“(b)  ’The  AdAnnistrator  may,  in  the  name 
of  the  United  States,  bring  such  suits  at  law 
or  in  equity  as  lu  his  judgment  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  ^t  the  purposes  of  this 
act:  and  he  shall  he  represented  in  the 
prosecution  and  defeMe  of  all  litigation, 
including  condemnation -proceedings,  affect¬ 
ing  the  status  of  operatioii.*of  the  Bonneville 
project  by  his  attorneys:  P^ewided,  however.

(c)  ^  would  encourage  other  nations 
to  send  vieir  highest  diplomatic  repre- 
sentativesHo  the  United  Nations  Security 
Council  an^t-^the  United  Nations  Assem¬ 
bly.  It  wouldvencourage  them  to  confer 
similar  presti^  upon  their  representa¬ 
tives.  It  would  ^dd  still  another  element 
which  would  makWor  hope  and  faith  in 
the  minds  of  thos^other  nations,  and 
God  knows  that  they  h^ed  hope  and  fait! 
They  would  sense  the '^trength,  the 
tality,  the  eagerness  or^our  young  Na¬ 
tion  to  lead  the  way  in  the.interna^nal 
picture — a  way  of  righteou^ess. 

(d)  It  would  help  to  breatlife  tt^e  spirit 
of  life  into  the  United  NatiorwIJharter. 
Of  itself,  that  charter  has  ifo  \itality. 
It  is  only,  in  the  words  of  ojsr  Pre^dent, 
the  first  step;  or,  in  the  wnrds  of  Mar¬ 
shal  Jan  Christian  Smu^ the  San  Fr^- 
cisco  Conference  is  or^  the  beginnirig 
of  a  “monumental  ta^  to  rebuild  a  sad''\ 
and  disillusioned  wc^ld.”  Senator  Van- 
DENEERG  has  Said  charter  is  only  an 
acorn  which  hayxhe  potentialities  of  a 
great  oak.  Ar^  Mr.  President,  if  that 
acorn  is  to  g<X)w  into  full  fruition,  it 
must  have  g/wd  soil,  sufficient  rain  and 
sunshine,  ^uch  soil,  rain,  and  sunshine 
would,  in/this  instance,  consist  of  the 
underst^ding,  the  vision,  the  faith,  and 
the  determination  of  our  people  and 
othei/peoples  that  the  charter  must  bear 
fruiti 

/if  this  bill  were  enacted  into  law,  it 
pbuld  whip  up  the  flagging  spirits  of  all 
;the  peoples  of  the  world  who  have  been 
sourged  so  terribly  by  war.  It  would 
show  to  all  of  us  that  we  have  a  true 
senSe  of  value,  that  we  are  willing  to 
.a  small  amount  of  money  directly 
for  tlN  purpose  of  maintaining  peace, 
just  as  ^  are  willing  to  spend  billions 
for  battle^ips  and  planes,  the  instru¬ 
ments  of  w^. 

It  would  show  that  we  are  eager,  as 
provided  in  t^  bill,  to  use  the  full 
weight  of  moral  fqrce  for  peace,  that  we 
are  eager  to  encoUl<@ge  an  international 
free  press,  to  fosteK,  international  un-  , 
derstanding  and  trustXo  remove  sources' 
of  misunderstanding  alsd  friction  be¬ 
tween  peoples.  \ 

I  ask,  therefore,  at  this  thne,  that  my 
bill  for  the  creation  of  a  Defiartment  of 
Peace  be  appropriately  ref^ed  and 
printed  In  the  Record.  ^ 

There  being  no  objection,  the  blfi  (S. 
1237)  to  create  an  executive' departmmt 
of  the  Government  to  be- known  as  tlm 
Department  of  Peace,  introduced  by  mK,. 
Wiley,  was  read  twice'  by  its  title,  re- 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Expenditures 
in  the  Executive  Departments,  was  or¬ 
dered  to  be  prin^d  in  the  Record,  as 
follows:

1  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  section  5  of  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act  of  May 

4  29,  1930,  as  amended,  is  amended  hy  adding  after  the 

5  second  paragraph  thereof  a  new  paragraph  as  follows : 

6  ‘‘]^o  officer  or  employee  to  whom  this  Act  applies  who 

7  during  the  period  of  any  war,  or  of  any  national  emergency 

8  as  proclaimed  hy  the  President  or  declared  hy  the  Congress, 
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has  left  or  leaves  his  position  to  enter  the  armed  forces  of 
the  United  States  shall  he  considered  as  separated  from  such 
position  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  by  reason  of  his  service 
with  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States.  This  paragraph 
shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  payment  of 
refunds  as  provided  by  section  7  (a)  or  12  (b)  of  this 
Act.” 

Sec.  2.  Sections  4,  6,  7,  9,  10,  and  12  of  the  Civil 
Service  Retirement  Act  of  May  29,  1930,  as  amended,  are 
amended  by  strikiny  out  the  woi'ds  ‘‘‘‘June  SO  of  each  year’’ 
wherever  they  appear  in  such  sections,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  “December  31  of  each  year’ :  Provided, 
That  interest  shall  not  be  compounded  as  of  December  31, 
1945. 

Sec.  2  3.  There  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  appro¬ 
priated  annually  to  the  civil-service  retirement  and  disability 
fund  such  sums  as  may  l)e  necessary  to  meet  the  cost  of  this 
amendment. 

Sec.  ^  4.  The  amendment  made  by  the  first  section  of 
tliis  Act  shall  become  effective  as  of  September  8,  1939.

[To  accompany  H.  R.  3256] 


The  Committee  on  Civil  Service,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.  R.  3256)  to  amend  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act  approved 
May  29,  1930,  as  amended,  in  order  to  protect  the  retirement  rights 
\of  persons  who  leave  the  service  to  enter  the  armed  forces  of  the 
'United  States,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon 
with  amendments  and  recommend  that  the  bill  as  amended  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  permit  the  rethement  of  former  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  Government  who  incur  physical  disability  while  serving 
in  the  armed  forces,  without  requiring  them  to  be  restored  to  their 
civilian  positions  prior  to  retirement. 

The  Comptroller  General,  in  a  decision  dated  January  30,  1945 
(B-46952),  stated  as  follows; 

While  the  Congress  has  by  implication  in  the  act  of  August  1,  1941,  as  amended 
by  the  act  of  April  7,  1942  (56  Stat.  200),  and  in  the  act  of  December  21,  1944 
(Public  Law  525),  preserved  the  civilian  status  of  an  officer  or  employee  during 
active  service  in  the  armed  forces  for  the  purpose  of  electing  to  be  paid  for  terminal 
annual  leave  (see  answer  to  question  7,  decision  of  January  16,  1945,  B-46831), 
no  provision  of  law  has  come  to  my  attention  expressly  or  by  implication  pre¬ 
serving  the  civilian  status  of  officers  and  employees  for  retirement  purposes  while 
serving  in  the  armed  forces,  or  thereafter  prior  to  restoration  to  a  civilian  position. 
Section  5  of  the  Retirement  Act  (54  Stat.  1116)  axithorizes  the  crediting  of 
“honorable  service  in  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  of  the 
United  States”  toward  retirement  in  a  civilian  position,  provided  such  service 
is  not  used,  also,  as  a  basis  for  military  retired  pay  or  pension,  but  I  believe  you 
will  agree  that  that  provision  of  law  does  not  operate  to  grant  retirement  benefits 
to  a  person  who  is  not  in  a  civilian  position  at  the  time  of  retirement.  It  has  been 
recognized  that  administrative  offices  could,  within  their  discretion,  place  em¬ 
ployees  who  enter  the  armed  forces  on  so-called  military  furlough  without  pay 
in  order  to  maintain  more  accurate  records  of  benefits  which  would  accrue  during 
such  services  in  the  event  of  restoration  to  the  civilian  position  under  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  the  controlling  statutes  above  cited  after  discharge  from  the 
.armed  forces.  Also,  it  has  been  recognized  that  administrative  offices,  within 
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ARMED  FORCES  RETIREMENT  UNDER  CIVIL  SERVICE 


their  discretion,  may  separate  employees  upon  entry  into  the  armed  forces  and 
wait  until  their  actual  restoration  to  civilian  positions  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  controlling  statutes,  supra,  to  determine  the  benefits 
which  accrued  to  them  during  military  service.  However,  such  administrative 
practice  of  placing  the  employees  on  military  furlough  as  an  expediency  to 
maintain  accurate  records  does  not,  in  my  judgment,  have  the  legal  effect  of 
preserving  a  civilian  status  after  the  effective  date  of  the  military  furlough. 
Contrary  to  the  position  apparently  taken  by  the  Commission,  benefits  accruing 
during  the  military  service  of  employees  who  are  restored,  as  well  as  payments 
for  annual  leave  benefits  without  restoration,  are  exactly  the  same  regardless  of 
which  of  the  two  procedures  were  administratively  adopted.  Hence,  it  wouldj 
seem  that  an  administrative  action  or  practice  granting  military  furlough  without 
pay — which  is  not  the  same  as  ordinary  leave  of  absence  without  pay  because 
under  such  furlough  the  employees  hold  an  incompatible  status  in  the  armed 
forces  (3  Comp.  Gen.  40;  18  id.  213;  20  id.  257;  22  id.  127) — could  have  no  more 
legal  effect  to  maintain  a  civilian  status  during  active  military  or  naval  service 
for  retirement  benefits  without  restoration  to  a  civilian  position  than  would  an 
administrative  action  or  practice  separating  the  employees  from  the  service  at 
the  time  they  entered  the  military  service,  and  that  in  neither  event  does  an 
employee  maintain  a  civilian  status  for  retirement  purposes  during  active  military 
service  or  thereafter  prior  to  actual  restoration  to  a  civilian  position  as  provided 
by  the  applicable  statutes. 

The  practical  effect  of  this  decision  is  to  continue  a  retirement 
status  with  all  resultant  benefits  in  employees  who  are  furloughed 
from  their  civil  positions  to  engage  in  private  industry  but  to  deny 
such  benefits  to  those  employees  who  entered  the  ai'ined  forces. 
Under  the  decision  such  persons  who  become  disabled  in  employment 
in  private  industry  would  be  entitled  to  such  compensation  as  may 
be  allowed  by  the  employer  or  State  laws  as  well  as  disability  annuity 
under  the  civil-service  retirement  law;  whereas,  a  furloughed  employee 
disabled  in  combat  with  the  enemy  would  be  deprived  of  any  retire¬ 
ment  annuity  by  reason  of  liis  civil  service  with  the  possible  exception 
of  some  future  annuity  benefit  to  which  he  may  have  had  a  vested! 
right  at  the  time  of  entrance  in  the  military  service. 

The  committee  believes  that  all  rights,  actual  or  potential,  of 
Federal  employees  entering  the  armed  forces  should  be  fully  pro¬ 
tected,  and  there  slioidd  be  no  discrimination  against  such  pei’sons  by 
reason  of  their  military  service. 

The  amendment  recommended  by  the  committee  is  a  technical 
amendment  to  the  Civil  Service  Eetirement  Act  which  would  merely 
provide  for  the  compounding  of  interest  for  various  purposes  under 
the  act  as  of  December  31  of  each  year  instead  of  on  June  30  of  each 
year.  It  is  believed  that  much  duplication  of  effort  will  be  eliminated 
by  this  amendment  in  that  the  computations  involved  can  be  made 
in  conjunction  with  certain  other  computations  required  to  be  made 
at  the  end  of  each  calendar  year  in  connection  with  the  reporting  for 
tax  purposes  of  the  amounts  of  compensation  paid  employees  and 
the  amounts  of  tax  withheld  from  such  compensation  during  the  year.

RETIREMENT  RIGHTS  OP  MEMBERS  OP 
THE  ARMED  FORCES 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the 
bill  (H.  R.  3256)  to  amend  the  Civil 
Service  Retirement  Act  approved  May  29, 
1930,  as  amended.  In  order  to  protect  the 
retirement  rights  of  persons  who  leave 
the  service  to  enter  the  armed  forces  of 
the  United  States,  which  had  been  re¬ 
ported  from  the  Committee  on  Civil 
Service  with  amendmtots,  on  page  2, 
after  line  7,  to  insert  a  new  section,  as 
follows: 

Sec.  2.  Sections  4,  6,  7,  9,  10,  and  12  of  the 
Civil  Service  Retirement  Act  of  May  29,  1930, 
as  amended,  are  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  “June  30  of  each  year”  wherever 
they  appear  in  such  sections,  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  “December  31  of 
each  year”:  Provided,  That  interest  shall  not 
be  compounded  as  of  December  31,  1945.

ThisXweek,  for  instance,  I  nave  re¬ 
ceived  ^letter  from  a  very  disunguished 
surgeon  Yf  my  State,  who  s^ved  over¬ 
seas  for  V  year  and  a  halK  who  was 
brought  b\ck,  and  has  been  in  a  camp 
fbr  6  -^eek^  He  states  thajf  during  that 
entire  time  Ye  has  not  bem  called  upon 
for  ant  serviYe  which  a  (xug  clerk  with 
6  months’  experience  coiMd  not  perform. 
Doctors  are  i^ry  seriqiusly  needed  at 
home.

The  result  is  that  doc¬ 
tors  and  dentists  must  take  care  of 
cases  which  cannot  wait  at  all,  and  let 
such  a  matter  wait  as  taking  care  of 
one  who  has  lost  the  filling  from  his 
tooth.  Such  an  individual  must  suffer 
for  a  considerable  time.  I  know  the 
situation  has  become  difficult  to  handle. 

I  know  of  many  instances  of  doctors 
now  in  the  service  who  have  done  noth¬ 
ing  much  except  something  like  guard 
\.duty,  and  I  feel  that  the  civilian  popu- 
jition  should  be  better  protected  by  re- 
ing  doctors  who  are  really  not  needed 
in  ttm  armed  services. 

MrSPresident,  we  ought  to  thank  the

RETIREMENT  RIGHTS  OP  CIVIL  SERVICE 

WORKERS  ENTERING  ARMED  FORCES 

Mr.  RAMSPECK.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  ask 
unanimous  consent  to  take  from  the 
Speaker’s  desk  the  bill  (H.  R.  3256)  to 
amend  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act 
approved  May  29,  1939,  as  amended,  in 
order  to  protect  the  retirement  rights 
of  persons  who  leave  the  service  to  join 
the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States, 
with  Senate  amendments  thereto,  and 
concur  in  the  Senate  amendments.

“Sec.  2.  Sections  4,  6,  7,  9,  10,  and  12  of  the 
Civil  Service  Retirement  Act  of  May  29,  1930, 
as  amended,  are  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  ‘June  30  of  each  year’  wherever 
they  appear  in  such  sections,  and  Inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  words  ‘December  31  of 
each  year’:  Provided,  That  interest  shall  not 
be  compounded  as  of  December  31,  1945.” 

Page  2,  line  7,  strike  out  “2”  and  insert  “3.” 

Page  2,  line  11,  strike  out  “3”  and  Insert 
“4.”

[Public  Law  216 — 79th  Congress] 

[Chapter  456 — 1st  Session] 

[H.  R.  3256] 

AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act  approved  May  29,  1930,  as  amended, 
in  order  to  protect  the  retirement  rights  of  persons  who  leave  the  service  to 
enter  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  section  5  of 
the  Civil  Service  Ketirement  Act  of  May  29,  1930,  as  amended,  is 
amended  by  adding  after  the  second  paragraph  thereof  a  new  para¬ 
graph  as  follows : 

“No  officer  or  employee  to  whom  this  Act  applies  who  during  the 
period  of  any  war,  or  of  any  national  emergency  as  proclaimed  by 
the  President  or  declared  by  the  Congress,  has  left  or  leaves  his 
position  to  enter  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  separated  from  such  position  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act 
by  reason  of  his  service  with  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 
This  paragraph  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  payment 
of  refunds  as  provided  by  section  7  (a)  or  12  (b)  of  this  Act.” 

Sec.  2.  Sections  4,  6,  7,  9, 10,  and  12  of  the  Civil  Service  Retirement 
Act  of  May  29,  1930,  as  amended,  are  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  “June  30  of  each  year”  wherever  they  appear  in  such  sections, 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  “December  31  of  each  year” : 
Provided^  That  interest  shall  not  be  compounded  as  of  December  31, 
1945. 

Seo.  3.  There  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  annually 
to  the  civil-service  retirement  and  disability  fund  such  sums  as  may 
be  necessary  to  meet  the  cost  of  this  amendment. 

Seo.  4.  The  amendment  made  by  the  first  section  of  this  Act  shall 
become  effective  as  of  September  8, 1939. 

Approved  November  9,  1945. 
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
